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September 29, 1899 
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Pour passengers and a child arrived from the City of Mexico without 
certificate. Held them until verification came by telegram proving 
that they only were in the latter city. • A man and his wife arrived 
from Aguas Oalientes without certificate. This city is connected with 
a branch line to Tampico from which refugees might come from infected 
districts. I held them until I received telegraphic information from 
where they originally started on their way here. 

I disinfected 3 packages from Vera Cruz directed to California, New 
York, and Hamburg.
